Tbia latter area 
baa ainca baaa carved into the aUtea 
of California, Utah and Nevada, and 
parte of Oolorado, Ariaoaa aad Mew 
Mezieo. Ia addition to tha vaM tar 
ritory already mentioned, f^e United 
Htatee alao acquired as the result of 
the Masleaa war.aoeatlaaoaanMUic 
coast line. Still another roenlt of the 
Mexican war waa the purchaae in 
1863 oftO,OOOsqaaM milea of terri 
lory at a cost of $10,000,000. This 
territory now forms a part of Arizona 
and New Mexico. 

The laat eztenaioB of oar national 
territory wu made ia 1867, during 
tbe administration of President An- 
draw Johnaon, whan AUaka was 
pnrehatad from Baaaia, tha ooaaidara 
tion being 17,200,000. In this pur- 
chaae 677,890 iM)uara milea wan 
iaclndad.
